These figures were

man for crime, Mr. Tom 
Edmunds, MLA (Ascot 
Vale) on a question on 
notice in State Parlia- 
ment last week. 

Mr. Edmunds 
the Chief Secretary, Mr. 
Dickie for crime statistics 
metropolitan police di- 
visions for the period 
January 1, 1977 to Sep- 
tember 30. 

The reply to Mr. Ed- 


munds also revealed an. 


alarming number of un- 
provoked assaults on po- 
lice in- metropolitan 
divisions. 

These show that during 
the period January 1 to 
September 30, more than 
1100 police were victims 
of unprovoked assaults.
